bills up to the last day of the assem ­ 
bly, ami the courts have held that they 
w ill not go behind the records to prove 
that a bill was received by the gover­ 
nor after the' lim itation provided for 
by the constitution. 
The constitution 
has a special provision regarding bills 
presented to the governor too late for 
three days’ consideration before ad 
journment. 
The governor has five 
days after tie adjournm ent in which to 
consider such bills. 
If w ithin that 
time the governor files the bills with 
the secretary of state with his objec­ 
tions, the effect Is the same as a veto 
during the session, and the hills will 
be presented to the next session for 
re-enactment. 
Otherwise such bills 
become laws. 


W hy Many Bills Died. 


That scores of bills would die In 
sight of the promised land at the close 
of the legislature was a foregone con­ 
clusion as early as the first of last 
week. 
When the week opened there 


were 135 house bills ready for action 
and 121 senate hills. 
Of course bare­ 
ly one-half of these bills cotilff pass 
before adjournment. 
They w< re sim­ 
ply up against natural lim itations. Up 
to the opt Ding of thai week IDI house 
bills had been indefinitely postponed, 
105 house bills had been passed, thirty- 
four senate bills had been passed and 
fifteen senate bills had been indefinite­ 
ly postponed. 
Up tu the beginning of 
the week 431 house bills had been in­ 
troduced and ITG senate bills had been 
received from the senate. 
Tin* record 
of the senate shows that 175 senate 
bills had passed and fifty house hills, 
as 
compared 
with 
105 
house 
bills 
passed in the house and thirty-four 
bills. 
This indicates greater 
expedition of work on the part of the 
senate, due partly to the fact that the 
senate Is composed of one-half of the 
number of men, and is able. under Its 
rules, to work faster. 
Now that the 
members are returning to their homes 
many will be able to explain to their 
constituents that in the final rush of 
the .session tin* measures winch they 
had promised to see enacted into law 
were crushed out.
